Planting and Care of 


Evergreens 


Do not let the roots become dry or 
exposed to the wind and sun. Dip the 
roots in water before planting. The size 
of the hole will depend upon the size of 
the tree to be planted; it should be 
large enough to hold the clump of roots 
without crowding. All trees appreciate 
rich soil,—and if the surface soil is of 
better quality than that found further 
down, as frequently happens, put a 
small quantity of this to one side and 
replace it in the hole before the tree is 
inserted. After adjusting the roots in 
the hole, fill the earth in thoroughly 
around them, packing the soil firmly 
with the ballof foot. After planting, 
water thoroughly and apply mulch of 
coarse manure or well-rotted straw.

DIRECTIONS FOR PLANTING WINDBREAKS ue 


In planting trees for windbreaks, success depends to a great extent upon the manner in which the ground is 
prepared to receive them. It should be carefully plowed or spaded as deeply as possible, and some rich compost 
or fertilizer added. If seedlings are used, plant them from one to three feet apart in the row, and the rows 10 
feet apart, and thin out when they begin to crowd. If transplanted trees are used, 6 to 8 feet apart in the 
row, and the rows ten feet apart, is a good distance 

Three rows 10 feet apart, breaking joints, make a very satisfactory windbregk. Plant the extra tall, fast- 
growing varieties (Pines), in the row forming the outside, medium growers (Spruce) in the middle row,with the 
low-growing trees (Arborvitz, Cedars and Firs), to form the inside row. Hoe or cultivate thoroughly the first 
few summers after planting, especially during July, August and September. Water generously at frequent inter- 
vals during summer.

Do you know the secret of growing big crops of large, luscious fruit. To be successful you must above all 
things, start right. Get large, strong, healthy, standard-sized stock. This applies to small fruits, just as much as 
it does to Apple, cherry, peach, pear and p!um trees, etc. Our principal stocks of fruit trees, small fruits, etc., 
embrace only those varieties which have been well proved,and can be recommended as the best now in cultivation, 
We cannot attempt to give complete directions on all points connected with tree planting, but simply a few hints 
on the more important operations. Every one who purchases should, if possible, put himself in possession of 
“Successful Fruit Culture’’ (see page 40), in which will be found directions in regard to fruit-growing. Trans- 
planting to be considered under the following heads: 

Ist. The Preparation of the Soil. For fruit trees the soil should be dry, either natural or made so by thorough 
drainage, as they will not live or thrive on a soil constantly saturated with stagnant moisture. It should also be 
well prepared. On new, fresh lands, manuring will be unnecessary, but on lands exhausted by cropping fertilizers 
must be applied, either by turning in heavy crops of clover, or well decomposed manure or compost. To insure a 
good growth of fruit trees, land should be in as good condition as for a crop of wheat, corn or potatoes. — 
2nd. The Preparation of the Trees. In regard to this important operation, there are more fatal errors commit- 
ted than in any other. As a general thing trees are planted in the ground precisely as they are sent from the nursery. 
In moving a tree, no matter how carefully it may be done, a portion of the roots are broken and destroyed and 
consequently the balance that existed in the structure of the tree deranged. This must be restored by proper 
pruning, adapted to the size, form and condition of the tree as follows: 


STANDARD ORCHARD TREES. These, as sent from the nursery, vary from 4 to 6 feet in height, with 
naked stems or trunks and a number of branches at the top forming a head. These branches should all be cut 
back to within three or four buds of their base. This lessens the demand upon the roots, and enables 
the remaining buds to push with vigor. Cut off smoothly all bruised or broken roots up to the sound wood. In 
case of older trees of extra size, the pruning must be in proportion; as a general thing it will be safe to shorten 
all the previous year’s shoots to three or four buds at their base, and where the branches are very numerous some 
may be cut out entirely. 

3rd. Staking. If trees are tall and much exposed to the wind, a stake should be planted with the tree to 
which it should be tied in such a manner as to avoid chafing. A piece of matting or cloth may be put between 
the tree and the stake. 

4th. Mulching. When the tree is planted, throw around it as far as the roots extend, and a foot beyond, 
5 or 6 inches of deep, rough manure or litter. This is particularly necessary in dry ground, and is highly advan- 
tageous everywhere, both in spring and fall planting. It prevents the ground from baking or cracking, and main- 
tains an equal temperature about the roots. 

5th. After-Culture. The grass should not be allowed to grow around young trees after being planted, as it 
stunts their growth. The ground should be kept loose and clean around them, until, at least, they are of bearing

Pruning and Setting. Before setting the plants cut the roots back, leaving them from four to five inches 
long, in the case of dormant plants. But should you defer setting out until late in season, when the plant has 
started new feeding roots, then merely cut off the tip end of the roots, just enough to even them up. 


Cultivation. When the plants begin to spread and the 
roots to extend, care should be taken that the roots be not 
injured by the cultivator, and our plan is to shorten the 
cultivator teeth that run next the plants by about two inches. 
When thus shortened the teeth will still go sufficiently deep to 
break the crust near the plants without danger of cutting the 
roots of the plants. About two times a month we run the 
five-tooth cultivator through the center of the space between 
the rows, stirring the soil to a depth of four or five inches. 
This loosens up the soil where the horse has tramped it down 
when doing the shallow cultivation. 

One very important practice you should adopt whether 
your last cultivation be early or late; be sure before stopping 
the work to make a furrow four or five inches deep down the 
center of the space between the rows of plants, so that all 
surplus water from rains or melting snows may have imme- 
diate outlet. This will prevent its settling about the crowns 
of the plants and forming solid ice.

Directions for Planting and Care of Hedges 


After determining the location of your hedge, the strip of ground should be spaded over deeply for a width of 
2 feet and the plants planted in the center of this pulverized strip. The proper distance apart will be determined 
by their size. Plants up to rt to 1% feet tall, 1 foot apart; plants 1% to 2 feet, 18 inches apart. 
Evergreen hedge plants should never be cut back when planted, but the second summer, in 
May, just after the new growth starts, a clipping will be necessary. If the plants 
are inclined to grow too freely more frequent trimming than once a year 
will be beneficial, as it should always be the aim to pro- 
duce a mass of foliage, especially at the base 
of the hedge.
